British blockade, she was cut off by 
a British cruiser and, in the nazi 
tradition, her crew fired hiy rather

American Music 


The meeting was turned over to 


Mrs. George Amick, chairman of the 
music committee. The subject was 
American music, the early history 
of which was given by Mrs. Amick, 
who spoke as follows: 


Up to the beginning of the 19th 


century there was a dearth of Amer- 
ican composers, but since that time 
there have been many. 
Music at 


first found very sterile soil for the 
Puritans disapproved of it. When 
the Pilgrims came a Psalmody was 
compiled by Ainsworth, Among the 
few tunes which have survived were 
Old Hundred, York, Hackney, Wind- 
sor and Martyrs. The Bay Song 
Book of Psalms in rhyme was the 
first book printed in America. There 
were frequent quarrels as to whether 
or not there should be singing In the 
church services. 
In 1698 printed 


music appeared. 
In 1717 singing 


societies began and in 1712 John 
Tuits brought out song tunes, 


ihoirs were established 250 years 


after Martin Luther had said they 
were important in a church service. 
During the last half of tlic 18th 
century books of music were pub- 
ished in rapid succession. In 1713 
the first organ was given to the 
Brattle Square church. Bass viols 
lad been in use much earlier. 1756 
saw the first concert hall hi Boston. 


The first composer was William 


Billings. In the early clays music 
teachers lent their pupils pianos on 
which to practice. "Yankee Doodle' 
was first written as a song ridiculing 
Cromwell. It was known In Holland 
Mforc it came to America. 
The 


tune appeared in an opera called 
'Two to One." During the Revolu- 
tion it was called the "Lexington 
March." "Hail Columbia" was the

AST week we wrote of the back- 


giound of the French and In- 


dian war and today we continue 
omk notes on ihls subject. On Octo- 
ber 18. 1755, occurred the massacte at 
Penn's Creek, and at the same time 
another Uagedy took place m th; 
vicinity of p r e s e n t Onvigsburg, 
Schuylkill county, at which time 
John Hartman and his sou were 
killed, and two daughters, Baiboi-a 
and Regina were carried into Indian 
captivity. 
Mrs. H a r t m. a. n, the 


mother, and another son weie ab- 
sent. On her return (Mrs. Hart- 
man's) the home, was In ashes and 
the other members of the family 
dead or lost to her, wheieupon she 
fled to the Interior settlements. Thi 
sequel to this tragedy is rather iiv 
terestlng. Nothing was ever heard 
ol Barbara, the older sister, but Re- 
Bina. the younger, with another little 
girl, carried away at the same time, 
were given into the custody of an 
old Indian woman, who, tradition 
tells us, treated them very cruelly. 
After the final peace, many white 
Indian prisoners were turned over 
to the BrUish colonial lorces, and 
400 of these were sent, to the Car- 
lisle barracks to be restored to rela- 
tives, parents, and others who tra- 
velled, in some cases, hundreds oi 
miles in the hope that they might 
lecover those they had lost. Mis 
Ifartman was among this number. 


Dr. Frederic Godcharle.s in his his- 


toiy describes the scene at Cai lisle 
as iollows: — "There were many 
joyful scenes and many more which 
were sad 
Changes had taker, place 


In the captives so that recognition 
i\as often impossible. Such was the 
case with the widow Hnrtman. She 
went up and down the line of sun- 
burned children, but failed to recog- 
nize the little tots she had lost. The 
unhappy mother stood gazing and 
v. coping till her griet attracted the 
attention of Col. Hemy Bouqtiet, who 
addiesscd her in Pennsylvania Ger- 
man and compassionately suggested 
that she do something which might 
iccall the past to her childien. He 
asked if there was any song she used 
to sing to them m their childhood. 
The poor woman did recollect a 
hymn, and, going along the line 
again she started to sing in German 
'Alone, Yet Not Alone Am I.' She 
had sung only two lines, when Re- 
gina rushed from the crowd and 
commenced to sing tlie hymn. _ as 
she threw her arms about her mother 
11 hd both wept for joy. Colonel Bou- 
quet deiivetsd Regina to her mother. 
The othei- girl, the one held cap- 
tive with Regina, had no parents 
living-, they having been killed at the 
time of her captuie, but she clung 
to IZcgina and begged to be taken 
with her. The poor widow could not 
icsist the appeal so the three depart- 
ed togelhci." 


We gi\e this story, because it is 


so often told, and Is lathei out- 
tanding in Pennsylvania history.

Major Henry C. Hill is prepared to 
handle hundreds of delinquent boys 
at the new White TI ill reform school, 
across Ute Susquehanna river from 
the capitol, but his hardest job now 
while waiting for workmen to finish 
th e huge plant is to ward off ap ­ 
plicants for every post from guard 
to fanner. 
"Applications have been pouring in 
for the last six m onths," said the 
veteran prison adm inistrator, who 
went on the state payroll Friday 
after resigning us warden of the 
N ortheastern federal penitentiary at 
Lewisburg: “And people are can­ 
ing." 
The 
$8,000-a-year 
warden 
has 
filled only two positions thus far. 
He brought his Lewisburg secretary: 
Miss Vera Franklin, w ith him, and 
chose S. Blaine Lehman, of Carlisle. 
to run Hie prison farm, at $2,196 a 
year. 
Approximately 2.500 applications 
have poured in for other jobs, but 
Hill said only a few will be filled 
w ithin the next few- m onths; some 
not for a year. 
He hopes to get the first group of 
boys transferred from the old state 
industrial s c h o o l at Huntingdon 
.".yviiluu a. few. juuuUis.'L depending 
upon when the builders can have the 
prison "iii liveable shape.” 
“We’ll bring in. say, IOO boys, get 
them acclimated and happy, then 
bring in some more," Hill explained. 
"W e don’t plan to have the school s 
complete population of 1.250 here be­ 
fore May I. 1941. T hat will disap­ 
point some job-seekers, for until the 
school is filled, we w ont need the 
complete staff. 
Both tile school’s 
population and staff will be built up 
slowly during this year and next.”

26-year-old 
widow 
who told a tearful story of a farm­ 
hand’s unsuccessful "advances” to 
her several weeks before he killed 
her husband has been exonerated 
“from all blame" in the farmhand’s 
death. 
Sobbing intermittently, Mrs. Mary 
Caldwell described to a coroner’s 
jury the death of her husband and 
the farmhand he once employed, 
Glenn Plants, 28, In their snow­ 
bound farmhouse last month. 
Mrs. Caldwell was wounded in the 
arms as she sought to protect her 
husband who died from a shotgun 
blast fired through tile window of 
their home. 
For three harrowing hours, the 
young widow testified, she fought off 
attempts of Plants to attack her, 
pleading for her life so she could 
care for her two small children, who 
with Lester Phillips, an employe, 
hnd been herded into an adjoining 
room. 
"He wrote a note saying I was 
going to kill him,” she said. .“Hr 
said with that note left I would have 
to face a murder charge. 
He tried 
to make me sign it but I couldn't 
because my hand was wounded. He 
made me seal It though, with the 
blood on my ann.”

said. 
Plants 
called 
Phillips into the room for a wit­ 
ness and: 
"He put the gun against his chest 
and my stomach. 'If I fall on the 
stove pull me off’ he said. ‘Good bye 
now' puff the trigger.’ 
"I managed to pull it. There was 
a deafening roar and the breatli was 
knocked out of me.” 
Mrs. Caldwell said she did not tell 
her husband about the "advances" 
m ade by Plants, but th a t the two 
had an argum ent mid her husband 
accused her of "acting the fool" with 
the farm hand. 
"He (Plants) finally went to my 
husband and told him ‘I've fallen in 
love w ith your wife and can't get 
over it. I ’m going to kill myself.
